Claims 1-14 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over WO, Emmanuel and GottscMfch. All three 
references teach compounds that are similar to the instantly claimed compounds that are useful to treat diseases that are related to 
muscarinic acetylcholine receptor.
